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The Demoecracy and Negro Suffrage.
Ir is & significant faot that while the Demoo-
raoy of the North are attempting to win votes
for Seymour and Blair by bitter denunociations
of the Copgressional system of reconstraction,
and especially of the extension of the right of
suffrage to freedmen, the Rebels of the South
are attempting in good earnest to deceive the
negroes, and to convinos them that the De.
mooracy are better and mora reliable friends
of the colored riace than the Repablioans. The

ppectacle is a curious omne, and the
tactios adopted worthy of the genius
of nunsorupulons and dssperate  politi-

cians. The programme is8 te carry the
North by professions of intense hatred of the
negro, and the South by the most earnaest pro-
testations that he has suddenly become an

objeot of the intense affection and admiration |

of his old oppressors. It is nnuecessary to
direct the attention of the oitizens ot the
Northern States to the frequency and persiat-
ency of the appeals of Demooratic orators and
journals to the popular prejudice against the
negre. In many connties they constitute the
ptaple argnment against the election of the
Republican candidates, und the allegation that
Grant and Colfax oppose the destraction of the
exlsting political system of the Sonth is con-
gidered an ample reason for their defeat in
November.

In the South a widely different policy has
been adopted. The prediction of a sarcastio
and witty politician that if ever colored men

were allowed to vote, the extremse partisans of |

the Demooracy wounld not soruple to boast, as
an eleotioneering trick, that they had black
blood in their veins, is being substantially
realized., The warmth of this new aifection is
really astonishing, and as an offiet to the
many awkward antecedents which go far to
prove, even to the most obtuse minds, its insin-
oerity, there is not wanting an endless profa-
sion of professions of ardent friendship and
love.

In Texas the Rio Grande Courier admon-
ishes its readers that ““‘we must show them wa
areé their true friends, We must treat them
with leniency. We must win them by justics
and kindness.” This task will bs diflicalt
enongh to hardened slave-drivers of the La-
gree stamp, but their extreme devotion to the
intereats ot the Damooratic party will incite
earnest efforts to accomplish it.

The Democracy of Mississippi, at a recent
meeting held at Yazoo City, pledged them-
gelves in the most solemn terms not only to
¢gonfer impartial suffrage upon all men, irrs-

gpeotive of color,”’ but to respect, sustain, and |

protect all the newly acquired legal rights of
the nmegroes in every emergency. These pro-
fessions of approval of negro suffrage were ao-
companied by the ocompliment, that the
negroes who voted with the Domooracy
at the recent election *‘deserve well of their
oountry, and their services will ever ba grate
fully appreciated by all men who have a due
regard for equal rights and constitutional gov-
ernment,’’ and as a clincher to these promises
and protestations, an irrefragable ‘‘evidence
and testimonial of esteem and good will"’ was
offered by tendering, on the part of the white
Democracy of Yazoo oity to the colored Da.
mooracy of that vicinity, “a public barbecus
on the fourth Satnrday of Augnst, 1368 1"
Not ocontent with flattering the neophytes,
they are to be feasted by their loving Demo-
oratio brethren, and preparations are being
made for such a flow of congenial white and
black souls as would astonish the benighted
Northern followers of the party, who are sim-
nltaneonsly tanght that Democracy is always
and everywhere the sams, and that the corner-
gtone of the organization, being no longer
slavery, is now undying hatred of the colored
race,

In Louisiana the Democratio party treats its
oolored allies with squal affection and respeot.
The Alexandria (Rapids) boasts
they have recently had a barbecune al that
place also, and that the Demooratic propristor
of a hotel placed at the disposal of the colored
Demooracy a flne and large ball-room, where
the new alliance was daly celebrated by ap-
propriate terpsichorean festivities, The Thi-
bodeanx Senfine! commences a politioal artiols
designed to swell the ranks of Bay-
mour and Blair with this  atirring
appeal : “Colored Democracy of
Lafonrohe | Waks up, organize your clubs,
and with the aid of our good citizens go to
work and secure the exercise of your righta 1"
The Iberville (Ls.) South announces that “‘a
colored Democratic clab' is about to be orga-
nized at that place, under the susploes of the
leading Demoocratic white citizens. A syste-
matized effort is being made by the Beymour
and Blair leaders to organize Democratio freed-
men olubs at various poiots throughount the
Btate, and the Demooratic journals boastingly
allnde 1o the success which is crowning this
gchems,

In Alabama ueveral colored Demooratic
clabs have already been formed, and Joseph
E. Williams, the ocolored Democratio delegate
from Tennessee to the Tamwmany Hall Na-

Enslaving the negro as long as they conld
they do mot hesitate now to seek politioal
power by deceiving him in the Bouth aund by
denouncing him in the North.

Mr., Seymour on the Stamp.
TaEers i & certain line of conduot marked ont
for Presidential candidates whioh has come
down to us a8 the stignette of a campaign, and
whioch has never been encroached npon. Orl-
ginating in the good old days in which we had
none but gentlemen for nominees, it has Wash-
ington, the elder Adama and Jefferson for ita
fathers, and has never been daviated from,
One of the cardinal rules of thia etiquette is,
that candidates for that high offloa shall not
gtump the country in their own behalf; that
thronghout the campaign they shall presarve
a dignified silence, and let their followers de-
soant on their merits and annonnee their prin.
ciples. In this there is no real deprivation.
The intimacy existing necesearily between the
candidate and his leading supporters en-
ables him to diotate all their actions
and utterances, and merely use them as

& mouthpiece to say for him what
custom and delioacy prevent him saying for
himself. We therefore regret that, it

seems probable, that Mr. Horatio Ssymonr in-
tends to throw aside the well-established aud
proper custom, and to get out on a new line of
conduot chalked ont for himeelf. Bo far he has
made several speeches, and written a letter
which is in extremely bad taste. The latest of
these orations is one addressed yesterday to
some goldiers who gathered in front of his
hotel and threw nup their hats. In it he makes
a bid directly and openly for the soldiers’ vote.
He repeats the old and stale story about hia
igsning commissions—as if there was any merit

in a Uovernor issning commissions when
the law  requires him to do so.
Upon the ground that thonsands of

commissions bear his autograph he demands
the soldiera’ vote. Carious reasoning ! Strange
basis on which to solicit suffrage! If none
better can be found than the discharge of a
duty prescribed by law, we fear the appeal
will fall unheeded on the ears of the veteraus.
Has Mr. Seymour any other claims than those
he get forth ¢ We might paturaily take it for
granted that if he had he wonld have pleadad
them himself, and a5 ke has not we may assame
that mone others were at hia control. But
looking over his history for ounrsalves, can
we detect any! Do npot all bis actions, on
the contrary, go to alisnate him from the sol-
diers 7 Mr. Beymour was throughout the
war & peace Democrat. In the discharge of
an obligation which left him no alternative he
igsued commissions, but all his actions and all
his words showed too plainly which way his
sympathies tended. Had the people been
arked to appoint & commission from the
North, with power to represent absolutely
their interests in a convention, wounld any
loyal aud sans man have thought of trusting
Horatio Beymour with that power? Wae pre-
diot that none would have dome so. Ten
thousand others could héve been named at
once in preference to him. Yet we are now
asked, and the soldiers are now asked to give
the highest offios, the representative offics of the
nation,toa man whom we would not have dared
to trugt out of sight doring the days of
war.
